To  the  Mayor.  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Berwick -upon-T.weed 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitaiy  conditions  of  the  Borou^  for  the  year  19^2 . 

In  reviewing  the  customary  statistics  it  will  he  seen  that  conditions  have 
changed  very  little  from  the  previous  year.  The  population  is  more-or-less 
static  and  the  hirth  rate  showed  a sli^t  increase.  The  level  of  23.h-3  per 
1,000  of  the  population  is  a little  more  than  19^2  and  hi^er  than  the  national 
level . 

The  numher  of  infant  deaths  was  six  and  was  the  same  number  as  the  previous 
year,  and  eDcpressed  as  a rate  per  thousand  live  births  was  practically  identical 
with  the  rate  throu^out  the  country. 

The  death  rate  for  the  Borou^  for  I962  v^ras  a little  higher  than  the  previous 
year.  The  main  causes  of  death  follow  the  pattern  which  has  become  established 
in  recent  years.  Over  half  the  deaths  were  due  to  cardio-vascular  causes  and 
about  one-sixth  was  due  to  malignant  conditions. 

Very  few  ca^es  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  In 
fact,  only  t^TO  measles  and  one  isolated  case  of  dysentery.  Only  one  case  of 
tuberculosis  was  notified  and  this  was  of  the  non-pulmonary  variety.  This 
remarkably  lew  level  continues  the  trend  which  was  apparent  last  year  vdien  only 
one  case  occurred.  (in  preceding  years  the  number  of  tubercilLosis  notifications 
has  generally  been  in  the  teens) . 

The  level  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  and 
poliomyelitis  continued  at  a very  satisfactory  level.  During  the  year  oral 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  became  available  for  the  first  time.  This  particular 
vaccine  is  considered  to  give  a much  hi^er  level  of  immunity  and  is,  of  course, 
much  easier  to  give  than  the  Salk  vaccine  used  previously.  The  level  of 
vaccination  against  smallpox  showed  a marked  increase  upon  previous  years.  It 
Trill  be  recalled  that  early  in  the  year  several  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  in  the 
country.  This  led  to  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  vaccination, 
not  orJ-y  for  children  but  also  for  parents. 
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The  Public  Health  Inspector’ s report  again  draws  attention  to  the 
comparatively  small  number  of  Housing  Improvement  Grants  applied  for  during 
1962.  During  the  year  the  Minister  of  Housing  drevr  attention  to  this  deficiency 
■which  is  reflected  throu^out  the  country.  He  stated  that  Councils  v/ould  be  able 
to  use  their  compulsory  powers  in  order  to  effect  improvements  in  suitable  property, 
but  as  yet,  no  great  increase  in  the  numbers  of  Improvement  Grants  has  occurred. 

The  i960  Caravan  Act  has  now  been  in  force  for  sufficient  time  to  have 
achieved  its  desired  effects  and  it  is  encouraging  to  see  that  all  caravan  sites 
in  BervTick  are  vrell  run. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Chairman, 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  to  Mr.  Halley, 
for  their  interest  and  help  during  the  course  of  the  year.

To  the  Mayor.  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed 

lyir,  l-fiayor.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  the  year  1^62  conpiled  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circiilar  I/63.  Work  in  the  Department 
followed  a normal  pattern  except  for  the  time  devoted  to  meat  inspection, 
which,  because  of  the  increase  in  the  niJxdber  of  casualty  animals  being 
presented  at  one  of  the  slaughterho\ises,  demanded  more  detailed  work  in  that 
sphere.  Although  considerable  effort  was  made  to  attract  more  applications 
for  Housing  Improvement  Grants,  the  response  was  far  below  expectations. 

This  opportunity  is  taken  to  express  thanks  to  Coiincil  Meuibers, 
colleagues  in  other  Departments  and  my  staff  for  the  assistance  given  during 
the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 

Ten  bacteriological  and  nine  chemical  samples  of  -water  were  taJcen  of 
treated  and  untreated  water.  In  every  case  the  Public  Analyst  reported 
the  water  as  being  satisfactory  and  suitable  for  a public  supply.  The 
^quality  of  water  was  adequate  at  all  times  to  meet  the  Borough's  needs. 

No  extensions  were  made  to  the  mains  during  19^2 .

SEWERAGE 

There  were  no  extensions  to  the  system  during  the  year.  Disposal  of 
sewage  is  direct  into  tidal  waters  and  at  one  outfall  the  sewer  wats  extended 
to  a point  below  low  water  mark. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAI/IAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  194-9 

Work  \ander  this  heading  followed  very  much  on  a normal  annual  pattern. 

Twice  the  sewers  were  test  baited  and  on  three  occasions  treatments  were 
carried  out  with  flouroacetamide . No  widespread  infestation  of  sewers  was 
found.  The  part-time  rodent  operator  made  285  visits  to  premises  infested 
with  rodents.  A further  premises  including  11  farms,  were  sxirveyed.  No 
Statutory  Notices  were  served. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT.  1961  - SECTION  7A-  - PIGEONS 

On  three  occasions  the  Rodent  Operator  was  en^jloyed  to  carry  out  "treatments” 
for  the  reduction  of  pigeons  in  the  Borough.  With  the  co-operation  of  the 
owners  of  buildings  hairbouring  the  birds,  roof  spaces  were  used  as  effective 
traps  and  by  carrying  out  the  operations  after  the  hoirrs  of  darkness,  considerable 
success  was  achieved.  In  all,  I,l63  birds  were  accounted  for  and  many  nests  and 
eggs  were  destroyed. 

FAQTORIES  ACTS.  1937  and  1959 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  26  inspections  were  made  and  6 notices 
seived.  In  Appendix  2 of  this  report  will  be  found  further  details  of  factories 


and  visits  thereto. 
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THE  RAG  FLOCK  MD  OTHER  FUJLBrG  MTERIALS  REGULATIONS . 1961 

Tv/o  samples  of  filling  materials  sent  for  examination  were  reported  as 
conplying  with  the  standards  prescribed  in  these  Regulations.  There  are 
three  premises  in  the  Borough  registered  under  the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling 
Materials  Act,  I96I. 

H0US3HG 

Four  Closing  Orders  and  foxir  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during  the  year 
and  eight  Statutory  Notices  served  concerning  housing.  No  dramatic  increase 
in  the  number  of  applications  for  Housing  Grants  can  be  reported.  Only  eight 
Discretionary  Grants  and  five  Standard  Grants  were  approved.  This  brings  the 
total  number  of  houses  ir^jroved  since  grants  were  available  to  II5.  A more 
concentrated  effort  was  begun  to  inspect  property  and  to  approach  landlords 
with  a view  to  increasing  the  nuriber  of  Improvement  Grant  applications.  The 
response  has  not  been  overwhelming.  To  house  property  322  inspections  were 
carried  out. 

There  are  still  479  families  in  the  Borough  sharing  N.C.  accommodation. 

This  is  in  addition  to  the  31  houses  in  the  landwaxd  area  where  chemical  closets 
or  privy  middens  are  in  use.  The  incidence  of  shared  W.C.  accommodation  is  as

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL 

OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I96O 

Inspections  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  numbered  thirty- 
five  and  five  informal  notices  were  served.  It  was  again  necessary  to  prosecute 
for  the  use  of  land  without  a site  licence  and  in  this  case  the  offenders  were 
fined  £25.  There  are  three  licensed  sites  in  the  Borough  and  at  one  work 
continued  in  order  to  meet  the  conditions  of  licence  for  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  caravans. 

DTSPBCTION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PRBIESES 

Inspection  of  meat  at  the  five  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  accounted  for 
much  of  the  work  done  under  this  heading.  For  this  purpose,  1,138  inspections 
were  made  in  addition  to  those  shown  overleaf:- 
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Inspections  under  Slaughterhouse  Cruelty  and  Hygiene  Regulations  . . 14- 
Inspections  of  foodstuffs  other  than  meat  ..  ..  ..  ..  33 
Inspections  under  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  I96O  ..  ..  ..  25 
Inspections  under  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1959  ..  15 


Pour  slaughterhouse  licences  and  thirty-five  slaughtermens'  licences 
•were  renewed.  Nine  informal  notices  regarding  food  hygiene  work  were  served. 
Work  hegan  at  the  end  of  the  year  on  the  construction  of  a new  slau^terhouse 
and  one  factory  was  registered  under  Section  I6  of  the  Pood  and  Dorugs  Act,  1955 
for  the  preparation  of  preserved  food. 

A total  of  8 tons  9 cwts.  I5  lbs.  4 ozs.  of  foodstuffs  was  condemned  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consiamption.  Details  appear  in  Appendix  4. 

Three  con^laints  of  foreign  matter  in  foods'tuffs  were  received  and 
investigated.  Y/ith  the  increase  of  mechanisation  in  processing  our  foodstuffs, 
this  type  of  con^jlaint  becomes  more  prevalent.  It  is  far  from  easy  to  lay  the 
blame  for  such  occurrences  at  the  feet  of  any  particular  person  with  the  object 
of  preventing  it  happening  again.  The  complainant  who  is  -unwilling  to  give 
evidence  in  court  is  also  an  obstacle  to  taking  proceedings  in  such  matters. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 

Periodic  observations  on  factory  chimneys  and  on  locomotives  were  made 
during  the  year.  No  major  problems  were  encoxintered  but  intermittent  conplaints 
were  received  concerning  smoke  from  locomotives, 

PIBLIC  HEALTH  (SHgS)  REGULATIONS.  1952 

Details  of  the  traffic  entering  Tvreed  Dock  is  set  out  in  Appendix  6, 

No  infectious  disease  was  notified  and  de-ratting  certificates  were  foiind  to  be 
in  order. 

SHOPS  ACT.  1950 

Inspections  iinder  the  provisions  of  this  Act  numbered  43.  No  aspect  of 
this  work  calls  for  particular  comment.  An  application  for  a Partial  Exenption 
Order  under  Section  48  of  the  Act  was  refused.  This  related  to  Simday  Trading 
in  one  area  of  the  Borough.  There  were  205  shops  on  the  register  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

THE  PETROLEUli  (REGULATIONS)  ACTS.  1928  and  1936 

A total  of  62  inspections  were  made  to  the  thirty-six  licenced  installations 
in  the  Borough.  Air  pressirre  tests  were  carried  out  on  existing  tanks  which  had 
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been  in  use  for  twenty  yeaxs  or  more.  Two  notices  were  sent  concerning  minor 
contraventions  of  the  condition  of  licence  and  these  were  coirplied  with. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  licences  were  issued  for  storage  of  6A,613  gallons 
of  petrol  and  WO  gallons  of  petroleimi  mixture.
